NEW  FRONTIER 


In  1960,  the  NEW  FRONTIER  entered  Washington,  and  the  class  of  1964 
entered  L.S.H.S.  During  these  past  four  years,  the  NEW  FRONTIER 
has  faced  tragedy  and  triumph  just  as  we  in  Lexington  have.  The  Bay  of 
Pigs  invasion,  the  Cuban  and  Berlin  crises,  the  limited  but  horrid  war  in 
Vietnam,  the  Thresher  tragedy,  and  the  malicious  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy  have  been  times  of  national  anxiety  during  the 
past  four  years.  Likewise,  in  Lexington  there  have  been  events  and  times 
we  should  like  to  forget.  Deaths  of  fellow  students  that  could  so  often 
have  been  prevented,  the  shocking  death  in  June,  1963,  that  put  our  town 
on  the  map  as  a  place  of  disorder  and  racial  violence,  the  death  of  H.  C. 
Philpott,  Lt.  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  less  important,  but  still 
disappointing  jousting  from  No.  1  position  in  basketball,  1963,  and  foot- 
ball, 1963,  made  us  realize  that  life  has  some  sorrows  and  disappointments. 
However,  there  have  also  been  times  of  happiness  during  the  early  sixties. 
The  NEW  FRONTIER  has  brought  about  a  better  understanding  between 
EAST  and  WEST,  has  safely  sent  up  seven  astronauts,  effected  a  Peace 
Corps  to  show  the  world  we  care,  and  proved  that  even  when  a  leader 
dies,  "God  reigns,  and  the  government  at  Washington  still  lives."  In 
Lexington,  we  saw  our  school  conquer  the  majority  of  its  athletic  foes, 
we  were  No.  1  for  a  while,  a  school  spirit  returned  after  a  prolonged 
absence,  and  a  man  from  our  town  and  the  father  of  our  school's  own 
Jo  was  elected  to  the  second  highest  office  in  the  state.  In  many  ways  the 
past  four  years  have  been  alike — the  same  Cold  War,  the  same  adminis- 
tration, the  same  routine  for  those  in  L.S.H.S.,  and  locally  and  nationally, 
many  of  the  same  problems.  Nevertheless,  each  year  has  had  its  own 
separate  identity  and  function.  We,  the  editors  of  the  1964  Lexicon,  feel 
that  the  past  school  year  has  been  the- most  important  of  the  four.  1964, 
the  year  that  the  NEW  FRONTIER  must  be  rejected  or  re-elected,  will 
be  a  year  that  will  not  only  affect  the  present  but  also  the  future.  The  death 
of  the  leader  in  this  country  was  an  astounding  and  powerful  shock,  but 
we  can  be  thankful  that  the  nation  still  survives  and  that  law  and  order 
remains.  We  must  remember  the  eternal  words  of  the  man  who  gave  his 
life  for  the  principles  he  believed  and  the  country  he  loved: 

'Let  the  word  go  forth  from  this  time  and  place  to  friend  and  foe  alike 
that  the  torch  has  been  passed  to  a  new  generation — born  in  this  century, 
tempered  by  war,  disciplined  by  a  hard  and  bitter  peace,  proud  of  our 
ancient  heritage,  and  unwilling  to  witness  or  permit  the  slow  undoing 
of  those  human  rights  to  which  this  nation  has  always  been  committed, 
d  to  which  we  are  committed  today  at  home,  and  around  the  world.'' 

We  the  students  are  indeed  a  part  of  this  new  generation,  and  we  must 
realize,  regardless  of  our  personal  political  beliefs,  that  there  is  a  new 
frontier  which  we  must  guard — the  world  of  ours — and  we  shall  have  to 
face  this  world  and  the  unfinished  duties  of  the  NEW  FRONTIER  in  the 
coming  years.  As  John  Kennedy  said: 

"All  this  will  not  be  finished  in  the  first  hundred  days.  Nor  will  it  be 
d  in  the  first  thousand  days:  Nor  in  the  life  of  this  administration, 
en  perhaps  in  our  lifetime  on  this  planet.  But  let  us  begin.''

CLASSES  .  .  .  the  reason  for  the  school 
and  the  means  of  our  education.  One  hun- 
dred and  eighty  days  a  year  for  four  years 
we  walked  the  too-crowded  halls,  opened 
the  too-small  lockers,  and  rushed  off  to  the 
too-short  lunch  periods.

Finis 


All  endings  are  a  paradox,  for  they  both  stop  and  begin.  This  finis 
marks  the  end  of  another  Lexicon  and  the  end  of  another  year,  but  it 
also  points  to  the  future.  With  the  ending  of  this  year,  the  next  year 
begins. 

Before  turning  to  the  next  year,  we  the  editors  of  this  1964  Lexicon 
would  like  to  say  "Thank  You"  to  those  on  this  year's  staff.  The  Lexicon 
could  not  have  been  published  without  the  hard  work  of  the  following 
people:  the  Class  Editors,  Jane  Myers,  Byron  Burkehart,  Jean  Calhoun, 
Ed  Zimmerman,  Jo  Philpott,  Dicky  Morgan,  Betsy  Burrell,  and  Sue  Beck; 
the  Sports  Editors,  Hugh  Bingham,  Wayne  Berrier,  and  Gordon  Wright; 
the  Feature  Editor,  Judy  Mauze;  the  Club  Editors,  Sydney  Young  and 
Elaine  Hornbuckle;  the  bookkeepers,  Judy  Barber  and  Lynn  Elkins;  the 
typist,  Betty  Hemphill;  and  the  photographers,  Mr.  Cliff  Ingram,  Mr. 
Claude  Gentry,  and  Joe  Ingram.  Finally,  we  would  like  to  say  a  special 
"Thank  You"  to  the  two  people  who  have  guided  this  year's  Lexicon 
from  a  dream  into  a  reality.  Miss  Charlotte  Matthews  who  has  not  only 
advised  but  also  worked  hard  on  the  Lexicon,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Phelps  of 
Edwards  &  Broughton  Company  who  has  been  both  helpful  and  patient. 
Their  inspiration  has  been  invaluable. 

Only  endings  which  come  prematurely  are  sad.  The  endings  which 
follow  completed  duties  are  happy  ones.  The  heinous  part  of  John  F. 
Kennedy's  death  was  that  death  caught  him  when  he  had  only  started 
to  reach  his  goals.  There  was  still  so  much  he  could  give  to  his  young 
family,  his  powerful  nation,  his  progressing  world.  On  election  eve  of 
November  1960,  a  young  Bostonian  addressed  a  group  of  people  with 
these  words : 

"I  run  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States  because  it  is  the  center 
of  action  and,  in  a  free  society,  the  chief  responsibility  of  the  President 
is  to  set  before  the  American  people  the  unfinished  business  of  our 
Country." 

The  young  man  won  the  election,  and  for  2  years,  10  months,  and  2  days, 
John  F.  Kennedy  worked  on  the  unfinished  business  of  his  country.  Then 
a  rankish  bullet  shot  him  down,  and  the  business  remained  unfinished. 
The  great  knowledge,  the  profound  insight,  and  the  deep  concern  for  the 
nation  and  the  world  vanished,  leaving  the  people  stunned  and  bewil- 
dered. John  F.  Kennedy  tried  to  pass  on  this  knowledge,  insight  and  con- 
cern for  mankind.  Whether  or  not  he  accomplished  this,  one  cannot  tell. 
Only  in  the  coming  years,  when  we  have  had  the  chance  to  finish  the 
work  John  F.  Kennedy  started,  will  we  realize  the  significance  of  the 
ideas  and  ideals  of  the  35th  President  of  the  United  States.  Success  on 
the  frontier  may  well  depend  on  how  well  we  can  finish  the  business  of 


the  NEW  FRONTIER. 
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
